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Rezoning riles Ecorse subdivision residents

Several hostile residents 
faced Romulus city council 
members Monday night, de¬ 
manding denial of the rezoning 
request of a local developer. 

The meeting was puncuated 
with frequent exchanges be¬ 
tween council membters and 
members of the auclience, 
many of whom are residents in 
the Ecorse subdivision, just 
north of the airport between 
Merriman and Middlebelt 
roads. 

Developer Wendall Flynn, 
owner of Airlines Parking lo¬ 
cated on the west end of the 
Ecorse subdivision, has purch¬ 
ased several lots in the adja¬ 


cent neighborhood for the ex¬ 
pansion of his parking busi¬ 
ness. 

He said at the last council 
meeting that he owns 60 per¬ 
cent of the property on one 
block. As Flynn acquired 
each parcel, he demolished the 
homes and after several city 
citations, he finally cleared the 
land. According to city attor¬ 
ney Barry Seifman, litigation 
against Flynn by the city is still 
pending. 

In March, after Flynn 
accumulated all the land 
directly east of his property, he 
fenced it. This was in direct 
opposition to city Ordinances 
and local residents’ wishes. 

At the council meeting two 
weeks ago, Flynn requested a

rezoning of that property as 
well as a request to temporari¬ 
ly park cars during the holi¬ 
days on additional land he has 
purchased outside the fenced in 
area. 

Per the city charter, rezon¬ 
ing requests must be approved 
by councilmembers twice. Two 


weeks ago, they unanimously 
approved the rezoning and the 
request for temporary park¬ 
ing. But two days later. Mayor 
Beverly McAnally vetoed the 
request for temporary park¬ 
ing. This was the first time 
since 1974, a Romulus mayor 
has vetoed the actions of coun¬ 
cil members. 


After lengthy discussion 
Monday, the rezoning was de¬ 
nied. 

Council members Ellis Pen¬ 
nington, Randolph Gear, Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry and Pete 
Bergeron voted in favor of the 
rezoning. Only councilmen 
Alan Lambert and Bill Wads¬ 
worth voted no. With the abs¬ 
ence of council member Mary 
Ann Banks, the necessary two- 
thirds majority vote necessary 
for approval of the rezoning 
was not achieved. 

“There’s just no way I vote 
for this rezoning. I’ve been in 
that neighborhood many times. 
I’ll never vote for it,” said 
Lambert adamantly. 

“We can no longer tolerate 
these types of actions. From 


now on, let’s do it right Mr. 
Flynn, and pull the necessary 
permits,” said Wadsworth. 

One resident said it’s been 
almost a year since Flynn 
erected the fence. “We called 
the city when the fence posts 
were dug, when the fence was 
installed and when the gates 
were in place. You wouldn’t 
have wasted all this time on me. 
I’d be in jail,” he said. 

Residents said they don’t 
want the area zoning changed. 
According to city clerk Linda 
Choate, the land was zoned 
from residential to business 
transitional more than 10 years 
ago. The current request for re- 
zoning would be from business

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Police plan to slow speeders 


Traffic problems along the I- 
94 freeway in Romulus and 
Taylor have prompted police 
chiefs from those two cities to 
take strong action to protect 
motorists. 

Last Tuesday, Police Chief 
Charles Wilmoth of Romulus 
and Chief Thomas Bonner of 
Taylor joined forces and 
announced the creation of a 
new “1-94 Special Interagency 
Enforcement Team.” 

“We have devised a joint 
plan to address widespread 
complaints of excessive speed¬ 
ing by cars and trucks coupled 
with careless driving, improp¬ 
er lane changes and other 
hazardous violations,” said 
Wilmoth. 

Commanders from the Ypsi- 
lanti, Northville and Flat Rock 
Michigan State Police posts 
also assisted in the develop¬ 
ment of the enforcement team. 

Each team consists of six 
cars, one from each post plus a 
motor carrier enforcement 
Officer from the state police. 
They will be deployed several 
times a week to patrol the 10- 
mile stretch of freeway espe¬ 
cially during high volume time 
periods. 

“This stretch of freeway is 
way above normal in the num¬ 
ber of accidents and serious in¬ 
juries. Recent surveys show 


the average speed to be be¬ 
tween 68 and 71 miles per 
hour,” said Lt. Dave Early of 
the Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

“We have identified an ob¬ 
vious problem. We can’t di¬ 
vorce ourselves from this 
stretch of highway. We feel we 
can do a better job by cooperat¬ 
ing with each other. The prog¬ 
ram was only initiated a week 
ago, and already we can see the 
impact in terms of accidents 
and property damage,” said 
Wilmoth. 

The state police report that 
more than 90 percent of the 
traffic along this segment of 
highway exceeds the 55-mile- 
per-hour speed limit. And with 
large commercial trucks 
accounting for 15 percent of 
this traffic, “the potential for 
serious accidents is high.” 

“The new 65 mph rural inter¬ 
state speed limit does not affect 
1-94 in Taylor or Romulus,” 
stressed Wilmoth, group 
spokesperson. “And in fact, I- 
94 remains at a 55 mph speed 
limit from Detroit all the way 
to the other side of Ann Arbor,” 
he added. 

Many people believe the 
state police patrol this road, 
but they don’t, Early noted. 
“The state police patrol Detroit 
area freeways but this stretch 


hasn’t ever been regularly pat¬ 
rolled,” he said. 

Early noted that seven fatal 
accidents occurred on that 
stretch since 1984. There were 
two fatal accidents in 1986 and 
none so far this year. 

During the first three months 
of 1987, 150 accidents occurred 
between Hannan and Wayne 
roads on eastbound 1-94 and 217 
in the westbound lanes. Be¬ 
tween Merriman and Mid¬ 
dlebelt roads along 1-94, 175 
accidents occurred in the east- 
bound and 210 accidents in the 
westbound lanes. 

“The accident rate in Romu¬ 
lus along 1-94 is double the rate 
throughout the state,” Wilmoth 
noted. 

Traffic volume on 1-94 be¬ 
tween Wayne Road and the I- 
275 freeway counts 61,000 vehi¬ 
cles traveling both ways. At the 
other end of the enforcement 
area, 96,000 vehicles cross 
Telegraph, according to Early. 

The greatest traffic volume 
occurs between 6 and 9 a.m. 
and 2 and 8 p.m. These are the 
hours the enforcement team 
will be patrolling, he added. 

“We will not be cutting down 
patrols or police enforcement 
elsewhere in the city. Local 
staffing will be maintained. We 
can’t expect the state or county 
to take care of all our prob¬ 
lems,” Wilmoth said. 


Napiorkowski is finally sworn in as Romulus treasurer 



After a hectic day of counting 
and recounting by Wayne 
County officials, James 
Napiorkowski is now the offi¬ 
cial treasurer of the city of 
Romulus. 

Former Treasurer John 
Lewkowicz had lost to Napior¬ 
kowski in the general election 
Nov. 3 by a total of 67 votes and 
requested a recount. He lost 
again. 

Last Tuesday, a team from 
the Wayne County Board of 
Canvassers arrived at city hall 
about 8 a.m. and remained 
there until each vote from the 
20 city precincts was counted. 

“All the numbers stayed ex¬ 
actly the same,” said Wayne 
County Clerk James Killeen. 
The total count remained at 


1,397 votes for Napiorkowski 
and 1,333 votes for Lewkowicz. 

At 4:15 p.m., Napiorkowski 
was officially sworn into office. 

City Clerk Linda Choate 
noted, “We were even. They 
didn’t find one different vote.” 

She commended her excel¬ 
lent staff of elections workers. 
“They did a great job. Some¬ 
times they get upset. We go 
over the same stuff each elec¬ 
tion for this very same reason. 
When we need it, it pays off. 
Lewkowicz didn’t pick up one 
single vote,” she said. 

Choate was responsible for 
gathering the paperwork for 
the 11-member team from the 
county. Each candidate was 
allowed a maximum of six peo¬ 


ple to oversee the recount pro¬ 
cess and could challenge the 
vote count at any time, accord¬ 
ing to Choate. 

“Lewkowicz had six people 
there. Napiorkowski had about 
four. These challengers can go 
over each entry. They can look 
at everything. Neither group 
challenged one vote. The re¬ 
count procedure finished about 
2:30 p.m.,” Choate said. 

At 4 p.m., four more county 
officials arrived to review the 
figures. They certified those 
numbers at 4:15 p.m., Choate 
said. 

“They told us this was one of 
the smoothest recounts they 
ever conducted. They finished 
without finding one mistake,” 
said Choate with some depart¬ 


mental pride. 

Killeen agreed. “We are al¬ 
ways pleased when the state 
election laws are followed. 
Since this was the clerk’s first 
experience with a recount, it 
shows she really did pay atten¬ 
tion. Few counties of this size 
across the country can boast of 
elections with this type of in¬ 
tegrity. We’re pleased,” he 
said. 

The cost of the recount is 
charged to the challenger, in 
this case, Lewkowicz who pays 
$10 per precinct. The city 
however, was required to pay a 
weekly salary to Lewkowicz 
from the date other newly 
elected officials were sworn in 
on Monday, Nov. 9 until last 
Tuesday. 


Newcomer challenged by first few days in office

The new Romulus City 
Treasurer Jim Napiorkowski, 
36, leaned back in a chair he’s 
not too familiar with and 
smiled. 

Finally, after months of cam¬ 
paigning, the strategy Napior¬ 
kowski mapped out evidently 
worked. He now occupies one of 
the most important offices of 
the city. 

The battle was hard-fought 
and prompted a great deal of 
controversy. Napiorkowski 
said he intends to avoid those 
problems by working with 
other department heads and 


following the city charter. 

“It’s nice to be here,” he 
said. “I was officially sworn in 
at 4:15 p.m. last Tuesday. I’m 
making arrangements with the 
banks. Making sure they have 
my signature. Basically, I’m 
just getting familiar with the 
daily routine. I’ll take a few 
days. Right now, it’s too early 
to tell,” he said. 

Napiorkowski did concede 
he’s correcting a few mistakes 
left behind by former treasurer 
John Lewkowicz but at the pre¬ 
sent they appear to be minor 
and all in all, he said, “no big 


problem has confronted me 
yet.” 

His first task, he said, is to 
implement the computer prog¬ 
ram in the treasurer’s office. 
“The one in my office still had 
the wrappings on it,” he said. 

Wayne County officials will 
be sent a letter outlining penal¬ 
ty rates for delinquent taxes. 
This action is necessary be¬ 
cause, he said, the former 
treasurer used an inefficient 
verbal procedure which re¬ 
sulted in much past confusion. 

“The problem with verbal 
procedures again surfaced 


Monday night at a meeting 
with the city auditors. We’ve 
got to have important proce¬ 
dures in writing. I’m going to 
take one item at a time. I’m 
going to watch procedures and 
make some small changes,” 
Napiorkowski said. 

On the other hand, Lewko¬ 
wicz, 69, said he hasn’t really 
thought about what he’ll do now 
that he’s out of office. Howev¬ 
er, he assured fellow citizens 
and supporters, “I will be ac¬ 
tive and I’m still interested in 
doing what’s best for the city of 
Romulus. I’ve always tried to 
do my best.”

GET THE LOW 
DOWN, PUT THE 
SQUEEZE ON HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE

You are feeling fine. You have no 
health problems you know of, although 
it’s been years since you’ve had a check 
up. If this scenario fits you, beware. 

One of the most dangerous diseases, 
high blood pressure, all too frequently 
goes undetected and untreared because 
it has no symptoms. That’s why it’s 
called the “silent killer.” More than 
58,000,000 Americans have high blood 
pressure, and a great percentage don’t 
even know it. Without warning, it can 
cause heart attack, stroke, and kidney 
damage. And it can strike at any time. 

HIGH RISK 

Those at high risk include people 
who are overweight, the elderly, black 
Americans, pregnant women, and those 
who have a family history of high blood 
pressure. Other factors include diabetes, 
stress, and diet. Or, high blood pressure 
can occur independently. 

TREATABLE AND CURABLE 

The good news is high blood pressure 
is detectable, treatable, even curable. 
Detection is the key. Have your blood 
pressure checked annually by your 


physician, at work, or at a health 
screening such as Health-O-Rama. 
Oakwood Health Information, located 
in the Fairlane Town Center, offers free 
screening e\ery Tuesday and Thursday. 

The limit of normal high blood 
pressure is 140 90. If it’s high, confirm 
it with your doctor. Further testing may 
be necessary to determine cause, 
complications, or as a guide for therapy. 

DIET AND EXERCISE 

Many times it can be treated or cured 
through nondrug therapy alone. Weight 
loss for the obese, decreased saturated 
fat intake, less salt, regular aerobic 
exercise, reduction of stress, and 
moderation of alcohol may be all that is 
necessary. 

TREATMENT IS TAILORED 

The number of medications to 
control blood pressure is extensive and 
still grow ing. Treatment can be tailored 
to each individual, changed, or altered 
according to a person's needs as 
determined by the physician. 
Occasionally, medication may be 
stopped altogether

transitional to regional center. 

Earlier this year, the city 
asked residents to respond to a 
questionnaire about the future 
of their neighborhood. Among 
other things, they were offered 
the option of forming a cor¬ 
poration to band together and 
deal with developers, not only 
Flynn. 

City officials including McA¬ 
nally said the survey results 
offered no clear picture of what 
local residents want. Some 
want to stay, others are willing 
to sell and many are unde¬ 
cided. 

Gloria Branham, local prop¬ 
erty owner and resident told 
her fellow neighbors, “Don’t 
sell your land as residential be¬ 
cause that’s not what they want 
it for. Sell it like you would 
commercial property, by the 
square foot.” 

Lora, her daughter, also a re¬ 
sident and homeowner was 


very vocal during the meeting. 
“I was born and raised in this 
neighborhood. I own 66 percent 
of the land on one side of Burton 
Road. Does that mean I can do 
whatever I want? 

“I don’t want to be forced out 
by Mr. Flynn. He’s laughing in 
your face and at your laws. 
We’ve learned from past ex¬ 
perience, this man does not 
need permission. Can we ask 
exactly what is going on here. I 
like this neighborhood. Are you 
pulling a fast one on us? As I 
understand it, city council is 
supposed to represent us,” she 
said. 

Many neighbors agreed. The 
area is heavily wooded and 
characterized by small homes 
on large lots. Most families 
have lived there many years. 
They are a close-knit commun¬ 
ity and many are related, 
according to residents. 

Flynn told councilmembers 


at the last meeting he owned all 
the land on both sides of Hud¬ 
son Street except for two par¬ 
cels. A handful of local owners 
were quite surprised by his 
claim. 

“There are at least four or 
five residents still living on 
Hudson Street. I live there and 
I own my house free and 
clear,” said one 77-year old re¬ 
sident. 

Raspberry explained to resi¬ 
dents concerned about the city 
or anybody taking their land. 
“No one else but the city can 
condemn your property. As it 
stands, the area is a non- 
conforming use. The area was 
in the flight pattern. That’s the 
reason it was changed to busi¬ 
ness transitional,” he said. 

“Because the city changes 
the zoning in an area, doesn’t 
mean we can make you move 
out,” added Bergeron. 

Another resident said he 


attended the planning commis¬ 
sion meeting asked about the 
future development in her 
neighborhood. 

“Is this rezoning approval 
just to legalize what Flynn has 
already illegally done?” they 
asked. 

Pennington reassured resi¬ 
dents, “The action we take 
tonight does not nullify his 
violations of the past.” 

“Just because he says he 
owns 60 percent of the land, 
does that mean he can rezone 
the property around my house 
and build up to my door?” 
asked a resident. 

According to McAnally, the 
rezoning denial can be reconsi¬ 
dered at the next council meet¬ 
ing. “Still, it was good resi¬ 
dents had a victory,” she said. 

Flynn, who was present at 
the meeting, made no com¬ 
ment or response to the issues 
discussed by residents.

3 bodies found in

Police officials and judges from the 
area aren’t happy this week, after learn¬ 
ing of Wayne County Executive Edward 
McNamara’s plan to close one floor of the 
Wayne County jail. In fact, the officials 
are so outraged they would support a pri¬ 
vately owned jail to house local criminals. 

Last week, McNamara ordered $12 mil¬ 
lion in cuts to balance his $200 million 
budget. The closing of the jail floor is 
among several of the other services 
slated to be cut. 

The jail floor closing will eliminate 21 
sheriff’s deputies positions, along with re¬ 
ducing the jail capacity by 128 inmates, 
from the current 1,676 to 1,548 later on this 
month, McNamara said. 

By doing this, McNamara has said the 
county will be saving $895,000. Local law 
enforcement officials, however, contend 
that the action will only increase the cur¬ 
rent problem of overcrowded jail cells. 

Judge Carolyn Archbold, of the 29th 
District Court in Wayne, said she was 
“appalled” at the county executive’s de¬ 
cision to close one floor of the jail. 

“We haven’t had jail space since Octo¬ 
ber of 1986. There’s been no space for mis¬ 
demeanants. I would hope that the county 
will find another way to save money. 
We’re already letting criminals out on the 
streets because there isn’t enough room 
to keep them in prison,” said Archbold. 
“We either need more beds, or we have to 
find another way to punish criminals.” 

Archbold added that, as a judge, she 
often finds herself in a compromising 
situation when it comes to sentencing con¬ 
victed criminals. 

“My hands are tied when I ask (defen¬ 
dants) whether they’d want to pay a fine 
or do time. Most likely, they’ll say they 
want to do the time, since they know darn 
well that the jails are so overcrowded. 
And, besides that, I have to get the final 


The establishment of an on-call panel of 
specialty physicians at the five Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority hospitals 
was approved by board members at their 
monthly meeting Thursday. 

The group of physicians will be under 
contract with the hospital authority to pro¬ 
vide emergency medical services on an on- 
call basis in their fields of specialty, includ¬ 
ing internal medicine, OB/GYN, surgery 
and orthopedic surgery, according to Mau¬ 
reen Camps, community relations director 
for the PCHA. Before such a group existed. 
Camps said, PCHA emergency room offi¬ 
cials had to rely on a list of specialty physi¬ 
cians who would provide emergency ser¬ 
vices on a voluntary basis. 

‘‘This will create a group of doctors in the 
various specialties who will be on call for 
the emergency room physicians. Now, we 
can call in physicians who are on staff, but 
it’s more or less just a list of physicians,” 
Camps said. “This will create a list of 
physicians who will be on contract to be on 
call.” 

The 31 board members at the meeting 
unanimously approved the proposal, 
which became effective immediately. 

In other action: 

• Board members authorized PCHA 
administrators to advertise the sale of a 
17-acre and 51-acre parcel of land in Can¬ 
ton Township. The land, located on Lilley 
Road, north of Michigan Avenue, was don¬ 
ated to the authority more than 20 years 
ago, Camps said, for possible future expan¬ 
sion. 

The board action. Camps continued, was 
not the result of an inquiry about the sale of 
the land but is an effort by PCHA officials 


OK to put them behind bars,” said 
Archbold. 

Archbold didn’t know of another way 
county officials could alleviate their 
financial problems. But, she said, one 
idea to solve the jail overcrowding space 
locally would be to construct a privately 
owned iail. 

“I have suggested that perhaps we could 
initiate the formation of a consortium of 
cities which could possibly get a private 
facility build,” Archbold said. 

Cities participation in the consortium 
would be able to use the facility for in¬ 
mates convicted in those areas, she ex¬ 
plained. 

“We need to either have more beds, or 
we have to find another way to meet 
punishments. Felons are even being 
turned loose because of a lack of space,” 
Archbold said. 

Wayne Director of Public Safety Ray 
LeCornu agreed. 

“Every bed being removed (at the coun¬ 
ty jail because of budget cuts) adds to the 
existing problem. We’re already over¬ 
crowding,” said LeCornu. 

He added that the safety of society is in 
jeopardy when such an action is put into 
effect. 

“Society needs to be kept safe. It will 
just deteriorate if criminals are allowed 
to walk the streets. There’s got to be 
someplace to put the criminals,” LeCor¬ 
nu explained. 

As for the idea of a privately owned jail 
in the area, LeCornu said he would sup¬ 
port any idea that would keep criminals 
off of the city streets. 

“I’m not turned off by that idea. Any 
way that we can get criminals off the 
streets, whether private or public, needs 
to be implicated. I don’t think that citizens 
will be standing for this problem too 
long,” LeCornu said. 

‘‘There needs to be a certainty of 
punishment for these criminals. We may 
end up having to foot some of the bills to 
keep criminals behind the bars, but it 
needs to be done,” he continued. 


to dispose of unneeded property. 

• A moratorium on the medical malprac¬ 
tice coverage once required by all 600 of the 
physicians working with the PCHA was ex¬ 
tended by the board members. Members 
voted in 1984 to require all PCHA physi¬ 
cians to possess a minimum $100,000 per- 
occurrence medical malpractice insur¬ 
ance policy and $300,000 aggregate policy, 
Camps said. 

However, due to “a crisis with malprac¬ 
tice insurance” and complaints from 
physicians, the requirement was sus¬ 
pended in October 1986. The Thursday ac¬ 
tion clarifies this suspension, Camps said. 

• No action on the pending reorganiza¬ 
tion of the PCHA was taken at the meeting. 
PCHA board members last month voted to 
enter into negotiations for the authority to 
become affiliated with a tertiary’ medical, 
health care or educational facility.

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 
ORDINANCE NO. 12-1-87 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN 
BUREN ZONING ORDINANCE

(2) ARTICLE VII. Addition of 20.526, Section 7.06. SITE PLAN RE¬ 
VIEW. For all uses permitted in the R-Al, R-1B and R-1C Districts, 
except single family residences and duplexes and their customary 
accessory uses, a site plan shall be submitted to the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, and no building permit shall be issued until after the Planning 
Commission has reviewed and approved the site plan in accordance 
with Section 4.31 (sec. 4.31 is 20.340). 

(3) ARTICLE X. Addition of 20.594, Section 10.04. SITE PLAN RE¬ 
VIEW. For all uses permitted in the AG District, except single family 
residences and duplexes and their customary accessory uses and farm 
buildings and operations, a site plan shall be submitted to the Planning 
Commission, and no building permits shall be issued until after the 
Planning Commission has reviewed and approved the site plan in 
accordance with Section 4.31. (sec. 4.31 is 20.340). 

(4) ARTICLE XIX. Section 19.05(c). POWERS OF BOARD OF ZONING 
APPEALS CONCERNING VARIANCES. Amended to read: The prop¬ 
osed variance involves PRACTICAL DIFFICULTY WHICH UN¬ 
REASONABLY PREVENTS THE OWNER FROM USING THE 
PROPERTY FROM A PERMITTED USE etc.

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Parks: Tax cuts threaten improvements to area parks

Problems have plagued 
Edward Hines Park during 
the past few years. An in¬ 
crease in crime in the area 
and reporteddrug activities 
damaged the image of the 
42-mile-long park. 

In 1987, the park showed 
signs of re-establishing a 
family-image, due primari¬ 
ly to the efforts of the Hines 
Park Task Force. Recent 
cutbacks in the 1988 budget 
haven’t dampened the hopes 
of the primary objectives of 
members of the task for¬ 
ce. “We want to keep a 
positive image for the 
park,” said Robert Ficano, 
Wayne County sheriff. “We 
had a good year in 1987. The 
park permit requests were 
up and we had a good year 
fiom the law enforcement 
jde as well.” 


The task force, which was 
re-established in 1983, is 
under the direction of Fica¬ 
no and Eric Reicker, Wayne 
County Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Department director. 

The committee includes 
law enforcement repre¬ 
sentatives from the com¬ 
munities which boarder the 
park as well as mayors, 
councilmen and private 
citizens. 

“There was a task force 
prior to 1981 but it was dis¬ 
mantled due to cutbacks 
during the Lucas adminis¬ 
tration,” said Nancy Mora- 
dian of the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s department. 

“The primary goal of the 
task force is to coordinate 
efforts to return Hines Park 
to what it was supposed to 
be.” 

“The image of the park 
was not good in the early 80s 
due to crime and drug activ- 


Itate legislators eye 
crime-fighting tactics 


Despite past efforts of law¬ 
makers, police agencies, judges 
and civic groups, crime con¬ 
tinues to plague many Michigan 
communities. The state Legisl¬ 
ature has identified crime as a 
problem that must be given top 
priority this year. 

Legislation addressing the 
problem has been introduced, 
and members of the House re¬ 
cently passed nine anti-crime 
bills with bipartisan support. 

Several bills passed target the 
criminal diversion of certain 
drugs from legitimate medical 
uses to illegal and potentially 
deadly abuses. The bills would 
help assure that prescription 
drugs go only to those with real 
medical need by implementing 
a tracking system that will 
allow authorities to monitor the 
distribution of the drugs. 

The bills approved include 
those that will: 

• Require pharmacies to do 
yearly inventories of prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, to make is easier for 
inspectors to audit the amount 
dispensed; 

• Require distributors of con¬ 
trolled substances to report the 
distribution of all schedule II 
drugs - medically useful subst¬ 
ances that must be controlled 
strictly because they are addic¬ 
tive; 

• Restrict any person convicted 
of a misdemeanor or felony 
from working with controlled 
substances; 

• Increase the severity of 


penalties against anyone who 
violates a controlled substance 
law; 

• Require juvenile cour¬ 
trooms to be open for juvenile 
abuse and neglect and delin¬ 
quency cases. The judge would 
have the authority to close the 
hearing when appropriate; 

• Tighten the definition of 
“nuisance activities” to allow 
law enforcement officials to 
move against neighborhood 
“crack” cocaine houses and 
provide for more effective uses 
of forfeiture proceedings ; 

• Preclude use of the Holmes 
Youthful Trainee Act (which ex¬ 
cuses young people between 17 
and 20 years old from have a 
criminal record) in cases involv¬ 
ing serious offenses ; and 

• Extend the rights of crime 
victims to juvenile cases. The 
bill provides for notification, 
participation, protection and 
restitution for victims of juve¬ 
nile crimes. 

The fear and reality of crime 
is one of the most pressing con¬ 
cerns facing us today. It can be 
violent and deadly. It is a possi¬ 
bility for all of us. 

The battle against crime will 
not be won overnight but, 
rather, after months and years 
of hard work by dedicated indi¬ 
viduals at every level of govern¬ 
ment and in every community. 
The passage of this legislation 
represents progress in the bat¬ 
tle for safety for ourselves and 
our children.

ity within the park. The task 
force is trying to return the 
park to the families.” 

The task force, which 
meets three or four times 
per year, staged a Nov. 17 
meeting to discuss the suc¬ 
cesses and failures of the 
past year and to look at the 
future of Hines Park. 

“We had a very good and 
productive meeting,” said 
Ficano. “But due a decrease 
in state funds we will have to 
make some cutbacks.” 

The park patrol has been 
marked for cutbacks and the 
mounted division has 
already been cut from eight 
to five officers, according to 
Moradian. 

On Nov. 19, Wayne County 
Executive Edward H. 
McNamara announced that 
the county would refuse a 
state grant of $364,165 be¬ 
cause of the “dire fiscal con¬ 
dition” of the county. 


“It’s a shame that the 
county cannot take advan¬ 
tage of available resources 
to improve the county 
parks,” stated McNamara. 
“But it is impossible at this, 
time for the county to raise 
the necessary money to 
match this grant. Therefore, 
we have no choice but to re¬ 
fuse it.” 

The grant, offered by the 
Michigan Natural Re¬ 
sources Trust Fund, re¬ 
quires matching funds by 
the county totalling $91,042. 

Ficano said the Hines 
Park meeting was very pro¬ 
ductive and he stressed the 
importance of a “family 
oriented” park. 

“We want to keep a posi¬ 
tive image for Hines Park,” 
he said. “It should be a place 
where the family can spend 
a Saturday afternoon.”

An 1850s 
Christmas 


‘Taste’ of history 
offered at Village

For a bit of holiday nostalgia - and a 
meal fit for a hungry stagecoach traveler 
- there’s nothing like the 1850s 
dinner at the Eagle 
Tavern in Green¬ 
field Village. 

Unlike the pat¬ 
rons of the tavern 
who stepped out of 
their horse-drawn 
stagecoach on 
their way from 
troit to Chicago a 
century ago, the 
1987 visitors 
emerge from their 
autombiles and enter Greenfield 
for an evening-long recreation of “Christ¬ 
mas Past” in the actual tavern which was 
moved to the site from Clinton, Mich. 

Visitors board horse-drawn carriages - 
or sleighs if there is sufficient snow on the 
ground - and ride to the Eagle Tavern. 
They are greeted by costumed men and 
women and led into the candle lit dining 
room to await the serving of a family- 
style holiday dinner. 

Warm cider - with or without a portion 
of rum - is served to the guests, and carol¬ 
ers, accompanied by guitars, begin to 
make their rounds of the tables to enter¬ 
tain. 

Prior to the meal, patrons can step into 
the bar and sample “spirituous liquors,” 
punches, malt beverages or temperance 
drinks. According to a young bartender, 
the most popular beverage served at the 
tavern is hot cider. 

Unfortunately - or fortunately for Har¬ 
riet and Caleb Wood - the 1850s dinners 
are booked for this season. As an alterna¬ 
tive, there is a holiday package which in¬ 
cludes a dinner at the American Cafe and 
a visit to exhibits at the Henry Ford 
Museum. 

Special Christmas exhibits will be fea¬ 
tured at both the Village and Museum 
through Jan. 3. One of the highlights is the 
display of the Howard Bros. Circus, “the 
greatest little show on earth.” The minia¬ 
ture circus, which dates from the 1930s, 
includes circus vignettes with tiny perfor¬ 
mers, animals, roustabouts and audi¬ 
ences. There also is a holiday showing of 
“Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs” 
through Jan. 2.

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Releasing inmates 
is not the answer 

Somehow, releasing inmates from the county jail just 
doesn’t seem like the logical - not to mention safe - way to 
save money in Wayne County. 

Last week, county Executive Edward McNamara 
announced plans to close one floor of the county jail in order to 
save an estimated $895,000 in a deficit-plagued Wayne County 
budget. To do this, jail officials would have to release up to 128 
inmates earlier than planned and implement the layoff of 21 
employees. 

This decision is not a wise one and should not be allowed to 
proceed. 

No doubt, the county executive had his hands full when 
trying to find a way to trim $12 million from his $200 million 
county budget. Cuts in services, layoffs of employees and an 
all-around “tightening of the belt” are all expected results of 
an axe-wielding budget balancer. 

But releasing prisoners to save money? The idea is absurd. 

Before making such a decision, county officials must first 
examine the facts. First, most, if not all, inmates in the 
county jail have been convicted of a felony - murder, armed 
robbery, possession of dangerous drugs, rape and/or arson. 
Misdemeanor offenders - those convicted of less serious 
crimes - have not been placed in the county facility since 
officials there announced in October 1986 that there simply 
was no room. 

In turn, area judges and law enforcement personnel have 
begun to devise alternatives to jail sentences for the misde¬ 
meanor offenders, such as community service, fines and 
even at-home electronic surveillance. 

Obviously, for two years, the jail overcrowding problem 
has been a major one. If this problem accelerates and results 
in the release of convicted felons, the safety and criminal 
justice system of our area will be jeopardized. 

But the blame for this unwise decision cannot rest solely on 
the back of county Executive McNamara. State officials have 
been slow to respond to a county request - no, it was a plea - 
for state assistance in a new financial plan for the county. 
Proposed has been a surcharge on the state lottery for county 
residents. Other proposals have also been discussed. 

No action, however, has been taken. 

The jail situation is a dangerous one for all residents in the 
county and throughout the state. Overcrowded jail cells are 
far from a new issue or item of debate. Immediate action has 
been needed for more than two years. 

One solution to the overcrowding problem offered by 
Wayne 29th District Court Judge Carolyn Archbold and police 
officials there is a privately owned jail, financed by a consor¬ 
tium of cities in western Wayne County. The idea is an in¬ 
novative one in terms of jails, but it also seems to be an only 
hope in keeping convicted criminals off of the city streets. 

Nevertheless, the mere overcrowding of our jails - sadly - 
is not an issue here. What is at stake is whether we will allow a 
bad situation to become disastrous. 

The early release of convicted felons in the Wayne County 
jail cannot be accepted by state or county officials or resi¬ 
dents in these communities. Jail overcrowding is already at a 
crisis situation. The problem cannot be allowed to accelerate. 

We urge state lawmakers to quickly consider the alterna¬ 
tives at hand for Wayne County. We urge these same law¬ 
makers to put into action - or at least devise an alternative - a 
workable solvency plan that will eliminate the need to even 
propose an idea as ridiculous as the early release of criminals 
- and closing of county parks, elimination of county services 
and other cuts proposed by the county administration. 

And we urge county officials and Executive McNamara to 
take another look at the county budget and make emergency 
cuts elsewhere. Cuts in the county jail and the release of 
prisoners should not even be considered when making the 
cuts. 

The reason is simple: Our lives our depending on it. 
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A prayer for peace 


The first rule of war is that young 
men die.

T he Santa Claus who 
makes an appear¬ 
ance every weekend 
at Frank’s Nursery 
in Westland never once bellows 
a “ho, ho, ho” or a song-like 
rendition of “merry Christ¬ 
mas.”

But even without these tradi¬ 
tional attributes, the person be¬ 
hind the velvet suit and the cot¬ 
ton-like beard is as close to the 
spirit of Old Saint Nick as any¬ 
one could find south of the 
North Pole. 

Mary Martini is that Santa 
Claus, and “yes, I am a 
woman,” she will proudly ex¬ 
plain, while seated in the 
Christmas throne of glory in 
the local Frank’s store. The job 
is the first paying Santa posi¬ 
tion Martini has obtained dur¬ 
ing her three-year search to be 
recognized and respected be¬ 
hind the red and white outfit. 
And, judging from the reaction 
of the children and store offi¬ 
cials who admire her charm 
and ability to handle children, 
it won’t be the last. 

Martini, 33, is a cashier by 
trade. She was born and raised 
in Chilicothey, Texas, and, in 
1984, moved to Westland along 
with her husband and four chil¬ 
dren. 

She closed her “express 
lane” and walked away from 
the grocery store business two 
years ago and decided to be¬ 
come a seasonal worker - but 
only at Christmas. 

Her first attempt to be one of 
the first “woman Santas” in 
the area was thwarted last 
year, after officials from a loc¬ 
al mall said they wouldn't hire 
a female St. Nick.

They said the only time they 
would possibly use one was if 
they didn’t get enough men. 
They told me I could be a pixie, 
and I told them I didn’t want 
the job. 

ANP: What is the job descrip¬ 
tion of a Santa Claus? 

MARTINI: Mostly, it’s to make 
the little kids happy. I don’t 
think the kids figure out that 
I’m a female. Even if their pa¬ 
rents say something, I don’t 
think they really care. 

I don’t come across with a 
“ho, ho, ho” from the start be¬ 
cause the kids don’t know the 
difference anyway. The kids 
seem to love it. I treat them just 
like you would treat any kid. I’ll 
act silly with them and ask 
them to sing their alphabet 
with me. In fact, some of the 
parents have trouble getting 
their kids away from me. 

I don’t put on an act. I try to 
come across as the best friend 
they have.

MARTINI: I only had one girl 
that has really come right out 
and noticed.

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Holidays bring 
depression

Many of the family traditions 
of yesterday - caroling, attend¬ 
ing religious services and visit- 
ing neighbors during the 
Christmas holidays - have 
been replaced by trips to the 
malls, the viewing of spectator 
sports and a flurry of busyi- 
ness. 

Roger Dallwig, director of 
Her Place/His Place Counsel¬ 
ing Center, views this as “a loss 
of an important ingredient in 
family life.” 

“Every family needs some 
sense of tradition,” Dallwig 
said.“Our Christmas celebra¬ 
tions have been commercial¬ 
ized, and there is really no way 
to completely turn this around. 
However, we still need to work 
on maintaining our own sense 
, of values and our own family 
traditions.” 

Some of Dallwig’s best holi¬ 
day memories, he said, are of 
“a lot of family involvement in 
the celebration of Christmas 
with people gathered around 
the piano singing carols” and 
later playing games and 
dancing. 

Dallwig noted that our 
celebrations are becoming 
more passive with activities 
centered around watching the 
bowl games or being enter¬ 
tained by televised holiday spe¬ 
cials. 

In most families where 
Christmas traditions are 
observed, he said, it is usually 
the wife’s family traditions 
that are perpetuated. This is 
almost always by “default,” 
Dallwig said, because men 
seem to play a less active role 
in the family celebrations. 
Usually, the men pick out the 
Christmas tree, place the lights 
on it and - under some duress - 
sign a few Christmas cards, 
Dallwig said. 

If men want to keep their 
family traditions alive, they 
must take a more active role in 
preserving them, according to 
the therapist. 

“There are some instances 
when traditions work against 
us,” Dallwig said. “Sometimes 
those traditions are hurtful re¬ 
minders of the past. For exam¬ 
ple, they may dredge up a lot of 
feelings for someone who is 
newly divorced.” 

Dallwig advises those who 
are newly divorced or widowed 
or who have recently remar¬ 
ried to attempt to begin some 
new traditions this holiday 
season. 

People can look for ideas ab¬ 
out the celebration of the holi¬ 
days in books about their ethnic 
heritage or they can talk to old¬ 
er family members about their 
childhood memories. Ideas for 
places to visit and activities to 
participate in may also be 
gathered from the listings in 
the weekly newspaper. 

Often divorced people find it 
uncomfortable to continue 
observing the same traditions 
that they did in their married 
days, the therapist said. In 
those instances, there should 
be a careful evaluation of those 
traditions and, when possible, 
changing or dropping those 
that prompt unpleasant remin¬ 
ders 

For example, if tree¬ 
trimming was part of a family 
gathering, the divorced person 
could invite new friends or co¬ 
workers to a tree-decorating 
party. Perhaps, this could be 
the year that the individual cut 
his or her own tree if it has nev¬ 
er done this before. Often 
church groups or clubs plan a 
group outing around a trip to a 
tree farm, and the newly di¬ 
vorced person could join this 
activity. 

The tree trimmings often 
bring back memories - both 
pleasant and unpleasant. If 
those decorations prompt more 
sad memories than glad ones, 
then pack them up or give them 
away. The Christmas tree 
could take on a new look - one 
that will some day be a tradi¬ 
tion - with a new holiday 
theme.

having someone to share their feel¬ 
ing with. The support group is really 
instrumental in that. But then, I also 
like to suggest things that these peo¬ 
ple can do to avoid being alone on 
Christmas,” said Tandy. 

But for 85-year-old Florence 
Bakewell, of Westland, Christmas 
Day is always a lonely occasion. 

Bakewell spends the holiday in her 
home, where she reads the Bible, lis¬ 
tens to a radio-broadcast church ser¬ 
vice and, on occasion, cooks a small 
dinner for one. 

After 50 years of marriage, 
Bakewell's husband, Herbert, died 
in 1981. Since then, she has lived 
alone, confined to her home because 
of various physical impairments. 

Nevertheless, jaaaewell has never 
lost site of the true meaning of the 
season. 

“I was brought up as an only child,, 
so (being alone) was more or less a 
way of life,” she said. “I know the 
true meaning of Christmas. It’s not 
how many presents you get or who 
you visit on that holiday. It’s a recog¬ 
nition of Christ’s birthday. More 
people should take out the time to 
remember that”

son, a lot of people are having some¬ 
what drearier visions as Christmas 
quickly approaches. 

These are the visions of them¬ 
selves spending a usually joyous 
holiday without the closeness of 
their spouses, family and friends. 

For various reasons -including di¬ 
vorce, death and relocation - many 
people are spending the holidays 
alone. The result, experts say, can 
be a feeling of being “left out. ” It can 
also be acute cases of depression. 

Tracy Tandy, area program 
director of the YWCA in Inkster, 
helps oversee the Phoenix Divorce 
Support Group, a bi-monthly sup¬ 
port organization offered through 
the YWCA. 

Tandy said divorced people often 
feel apart from the holiday activities 
because they feel the season is 
geared toward couples, and family 
togetherness is always highly 
emphasized. 

“This is a time for sharing with 
others, not for being alone. But when 
people have no one to share the holi¬ 
days with, they can oft$n feel pretty 
low. I try to help them cope with

Lifestyles prompt change

I t’s a fast-paced, "get- 
ahead” world we are liv¬ 
ing in th*ese days. No lon¬ 
ger do we see Dad coming 
home from a hard day at work and 
being greeted by Mom, who is just 
putting the finishing touches on her 
pot roast dinner. And, just as dinner 
customs have changed in recent 
years, so, too, have many of the hqli- 
day customs. 

But just as we think that old- 
fashioned customs - such as the 
singing of Christmas carols around 
the Christmas tree - have faded due 
to the increase in dual-income fami¬ 
lies, the importance of family 
togetherness seems to be returning 
again, according to Dr. Anne Cairns 
Federiein, an expert in the field of 
family education and a consultant to 
several businesses on various fami¬ 
ly issues. 

Federiein said she has studied 
family behavior for years and has 
concluded that the family con¬ 
tinuously revolves around a repeti¬ 
tive cycle. Currently, she said, the 
family is in the middle of another 
“turnaround.” 

“While only a few years ago, it 
appeared that Christmas had finally 
reached the point where it was com¬ 
pletely a commercial holiday and 
that the “family” side of it was gone 


forever, I think that’s changing 
again. Now, I seethe holiday becom¬ 
ing more family-oriented,” said 
Federiein. 

She attributed the increase in 
family awareness to the economic 
downtrend society is currently ex¬ 
periencing. 

"We seem to be getting away from 
the materialistic view of Christmas 
and getting back to the real values of 
the family. But I think that’s due in 
part to the financial slump that soci¬ 
ety is going through. People are 
thinking twice before spending 
thousands of dollars on Christmas 
gifts,” she said. 

Rather than spending an over¬ 
abundance of money on gifts, Feder¬ 
iein said, people are starting to opt 
for more simplistic items from the 
heart - instead of the department 
store. 

“Many years ago, the religious 
aspect of the holiday was stressed. 
But as people became more affluent, 
they became more niterested in the 
commercial nature of the holiday. 
But now, I think people are starting 
to realize that God plays a major 
role in Christmas. People are be¬ 
coming more conservative, and 
there is a trend to get back to tradi¬ 
tions,” said Federiein. 

She added that even customs such 
as Santa Claus have changed dra¬ 
matically throughout the years. 

“I grew up really believing that if I

BANANA FUDGE CAKE 


r 

*" 1 pkg. Pillsbury Tunnel of 
Fudge Bundt Microwave Cake 
Mix 

2 Tablespoons water 
2 Tablespoons cooking oil 
1/2 cup water 

1/3 cup mashed ripe banana 
1/3 cup cooking oil 
1 egg 

Using solid shortening, 
generously grease fluted tube 
ring pan provided with mix. In 
a small bowl, combine filling 
mix, 2 Tablespoons water and 2 
Tablespoons oil. Stir until 
smooth. Set aside while prepar¬ 
ing cake batter. 

In medium bowl, combine 1/ 
2 cup water, banana, 1/3 cup oil 
and egg and blend well. Add 
cake mix and beat with spoon

“I was working 100 hours a week. I 
would go to work at 7 and not be 
home until everyone was asleep.

Golematis explained. 

That’s undoubtedly true, and 
those lucky enough to choose the 
Hellenic Center as the site of their 
wedding reception find a man who 
appreciates romance and the emo¬ 
tion of the day.

Garmonche is Golematis. real 
love, and he takes an artist’s pride 
in each and every fruit and veget¬ 
able tray and dessert or sweet 
table. His ice carvings, which take 
nearly an hour to complete, have 
decorated the tables of Linda Solo¬ 
mon and many other celebrities. 

He continues to buy his groceries 
from the same suppliers used by 
The London Chop House and noted 
with some pride that guests at the 
Hellenic Center are eating exactly 
the same food they would get at 
that famous downtown spot. 

“I believe in keeping it simple. 
The best food is simple and yet tas¬ 
ty. I think a few really excellent 
recipes can be enough, then when 
you learn how to do a few things 
really well, you can begin to 
change and experiment to alter 
taste,” Golematis advised. 

Golematis agreed to share a trio 
of recipes which adhere to his prin¬ 
ciples of simple, but tasty food. The 
two entrees are of his own creation. 


PEPPER STEAK 


(This recipe is for one serving. 
For more, simply increase the 
ingredients proportionately.) 


8-ounce filet mignon or rib eye 
steak 

Major Gray’s Chutney (Indian 
Mango) 

2 ounces Dijon mustard 
Fresh ground pepper corns 
4 ounces Grand Marnier liqueur 
1/2 cup brown gravy 
2 ounces half and half 

Broil steak in the oven to prefer¬ 
red degree of doneness. With a 
teaspoon,cover the top of the steak 
with Dijon Mustard and then one 
tablespoon of chutney. Top with 
fresh ground pepper, a touch of 
Grand Marnier and put back in 
oven at 400 degrees for two mi¬ 
nutes. Mix brown gravy with half 
and half and remaining Grand 
Marnier and heat.

8 cups vanilla ice cream 
6 ounces cream de banana li¬ 
queur 

6 bananas, peeled and sliced 
6 ounces light brown sugar 
4 ounces butter or margarine 
cinnamon 
1/2 fresh lemon 

Melt butter in skillet over 
medium low heat and add brown 
sugar. Mix well until soft. Add 
cream de banana and cook for 5 
minutes over low heat. Squeeze 
juice from lemon into pan and add 
bananas. Cook until sauce is thick¬ 
ened, stirring continuously.

T he London Chop House- 
...The St. Regis Hotel- 
...The Kingsley In- 
n... The Benchmark Res¬ 
taurant... A list of the finest dining 
places in and around the area? 
Yes, but it also represents the 
training ground of Giorgio Golema¬ 
tis, executive chef at the Hellenic 
Cultural Center in Westland. One of 
the most acclaimed continental 
chefs to ever prepare a roux or 
whip up a batch of bouillabaise, 
Golematis, 39, now oversees all the 
food preparation and service at the 
$3 million facility on Joy Road. 
Golematis has established some 
goals at the Hellenic Center 
where he personally does all the 
food purchasing and menu plan¬ 
ning. He supervises a staff of 60 at 
the facility which can accomodate 
the needs of up to 1,200. 


“I want to make this place the 
best, it’s that simple,” he ex¬ 
plained. “The church council here 
understands that and they, too, in¬ 
tend for this to be the best quality 
place. There is no question of cut¬ 
backs or shortcuts. We do it right,” 
Golematis said. 


Doing it right is inherent in Gole¬ 
matis’ training. He began his 
career in food service when he ar¬ 
rived here at age 21 from Greece as 
a bus boy at the St. Regis Hotel in 
Detroit. Six years later, he was the 
director of food and beverage at the 
prestigious hotel and had been edu¬ 
cated at the finest restaurants in 
Detroit and Canada, courtesy of his 
employer. 


“When I first came here, to this 
country, I wanted to go to school to 
complete my education, but I knew 
no English. My thought was to get a 
job where I could learn the lan¬ 
guage and that’s what I was look¬ 
ing for. At the St. Regis, I kept get¬ 
ting promotions, every year, and I 
loved the work. I stayed in the food 
business because it was what I 
wanted,” Golematis said. 


Golematis has been the prop¬ 
rietor of two establishments of his 
own, both of which received rave 
reviews from food critics across 
the state. His proficiency with food 
preparation, along with the ama¬ 
zingly low cost of his excellent en¬ 
trees caused food aficionadoes to 
sit up and take notice.

Judge Susan Getzendanner labeled their actions as “lawless” and will 
issue orders to prevent further harrassment of the profession, in a 
decision handed down on August 27th, 1987.

Huron jumped on the state champs in the first period as 5-5 junior 
guard Lauri LaBeau contributed seven of her game high 23 points 
in the opening period to stake the Chiefs to a 20-14 lead. They 
managed to maintain the lead despite a rash of turnovers and 
D.C.’s outstanding performance by Monica Longe, who scored four 
of her team-high 13 points in the second stanza. 

Huron led 29-26 at the halfway mark and when the two teams 
came out in the second half, neither could build more than a three 
point advantage. The Chiefs remained ahead by three points enter¬ 
ing the final period (44-42). 

Limping from injuries, the Chiefs could only muster six points 
against D.C.’s 12 in the last eight minutes of the game.
